A Leiter From the Seat of War Written 


by a Lima Boy Who Has Been 


Through the Mil!. 


The following interesting letter has 


been received by R. W, Poling, of 
Linden avehue, who has a son doing 
service for Uncle Sam on the island ot 
Luzon. 


GEEONA, P. i, Feb. 11. 


DEAR OXES AT HO^IE.—Just re- 


ceived your letter and bundle of papers 
and I assure you I was- pleased to get 
them, especially .the letter. I am now 
feeling like a peacock, as J have got 
rested from our long march 
We do 


not have A snap-, but rcy regiment 
fares far better than many, as we are 
better looked, after than the volunteers. 


As things look here now, we are 


likely to 
stay 
for another 
two 


years. A few il&ys ago twenty-five of 
our company were out on n scouting 
expedition and were fired on by the na- 
tives. We returned the fire and started 
after them, but the negroes here were 
made for running purposes and for 
that they can't be beaten. We have 
been at this place since December 2li, 
and I hope we may remain during the 
rainy season, as it. is as; fine a place as 
one can find anywhere.; : It is between 
the mountains snd the soil is sandy. 
In some parts of Luzon the black mud 
is awful, you people know what Pauld- 
ing county mud is—well, Pau'.diag 
mud isn't .:n it. 


la our tof. hike we had to wade in 


mud and water up to our waists. It 
was hard on us and some of. the boys 
are still used up on account of it; 
There are all kinds of people to be 
found here—a mixed race of Spanish, 
Chinamen and Filipinos. The little 
black kids swarm around our tents to 
gather up the scraps from our meals. 
Some of them are quite bright and can 
apeak English very well. 


There are many pet monkeys among 


the boys and game chickens.

eiery negro you meet has a game 
cock under his arm and h« will ask 
you "casa comballs," meaning, have 
you a game cock to fight. It is thei
